Tbo pioneer 
Btoarner Boavor.willi Jniiiea Douglas, Esq., 
tlion Chief Factor of the Hudsoa liay 
Company on boniil, camo steaming into 
the harbor. The amazement of thesavages 
at tbo appearaooo - of the strango craft 
omitting smoto from her stack atul ptonm 
from her pipes can well bo imagined. 
Many ran and Lid tliomsolvea in tlio 
brush, tb inking tbo dovil of vboin they 
bwl hoard tbo whitemon Bjiouk, v,'i\a after 
tboui, and Ibatthe sniol;e and Hteuai were 
a forotusto of tlio punishment la Btoie 
for thorn. It is rolntiid that a party of In- 
dians who were iishing in a canoo 03 tl:o 
Bteamer outerod, leaicd into tlio water 
and swum for tho sboro iu tboir fright— one 
boiiig drowuoJ on tbo way. When, iu a 
day or two, tlio natives had become ro- 
(■oiiciled to the strange iippoaranco, tboy 
cuuio iiud wont freely, oxamiiiinir with a 
ciitieal oyo tiio jnachinory wLcltIh and 
otber appiiratua. Mr. DougLiH Jftuded at 
Esquiuu.lt next day, and at lirsfc intended 
fistiiblisbing ii fort at Eauuiinult ; but honr- 
ing froia tbo luiliaiis of tho barbor that 
la now known «a Violoria, be came round 
Here in ono of the steamer's boatn, -wan- 
dered over tho present townaite, (then 
thickly tt'ooded) and located the com 
pany's fort on tho spot, now hounded 
by Jjaslioii, Governuiout and Brotighton 
Streets uad tho wuter-front. In 1S18 Vau 
oonver Wand, uudor tho Oregon Treaty, 
was cuulirrnod as a British possession. In 
ISiS the I.slaud -was truni-ferreil to tbo 
Hud-^OQ Bay Company, tbejr agreeing to 
estublish a eolonjr of British subjects, 
■ell tho Jond at twenty shillings 
an aero and defray nil expenses of 
governuieut; and if tbo 13ritiah gov- 
ernment were to resume posBSSsion 
tbey were to reinabnrso tho Com puny for 
all expenses incurred. In 1849 Kr. Doug- 
las took up his rasidonce at Furt "Victoria. 
A few months afterwards the first Gover- 
nor— Blanohard — arrived from England, 
and the pieco of ground whereon now 
Btand tho buiiciings known as the Bank of 
Britisli Nordi America, Barnard's Ei- 
prjss OIKcu, tlio Adelplii Saloon and The 
CoLoKiM' Ollieo became the site of tho 
Gijverument b\iilding3. Tlio well in 
troutof Tin; Colokibt OHioe is still known 
us Oi^veruor Bliinchiird's welL, having 
liei'u dug for His Excellency's aooommo- 
dation. Governor BlaDObazd^s health 
failed in 1851. Ho went homo and was 
Hnecceded by Mr. Duugbis, wlio took tbo 
oatli t)f oflieo in Novoniber 1851. iJis 
first otlicial act (mid it ia uotaUlo as an 
evidence of rho strong Konao oi justice 
that ataimatod the man) was lo summon 
all tho Iniiian tribes about Victoria and 
pay tbein in full for their lands. Tho In- 
diana were very Domerous at that tiuo. 
Tribes whioh now comprise a mere hand- 
ful eouDted their warriors by the thou- 
sand; cdllisioas were frequent between 
tho settler.s and Indians iu cor].<;equence 
of (UipredatioDS l)y llie latter on tho cattle 
of tho former. Early in the winter of 
1851 a sbepherd was murdered lit Chri-it 
inas Hill. Tlie Indian pc-ietriitors tied 
to Cowioban. Gove;nor Douglas organiz- 
ed un expedition of marines uud blue- 
jackets from H. M.S. Tbetis und a com- 
pany of Vancouver Island volunteers. 
Tt)o Company's vessels Eeoovory uud 
Bi'avor conveyed tho expedition to Cow- 
iehan, where ono of the murderers was 
given up. Tl)o ollierliad tied to Xanaiuio, 
whither thoexpedition procoeileiJ. They 
tracked him through the detip snow into 
dense forest and finally caught him hid 
iu a hollow treo. The culprits were hang- 
ed at ?ianuimo. Not long aftorwards a 
wbitu man was shot and severely injarod 
ntCowicban. Another eipeditiou wa-, 
formed of which Govcrncr Dougla.s took 
ch'irgc. II. M.S. Trincomaleo was towed 
to CowichiiU by the steamer Otter. The 
Indium turned outarmod, nakuil and co- 
vered with war paint. Tbo two foree.s 
confronted 'each other. Tbo Governor 
beckoned the chiefs fo como forward, and 
they (lid so. A parley ensaed. Tho eliiofs 
rutusiug to give the man up the forces en- 
cauiped for the night. Tboiui.>;t morning 
tho murderer, armed with a nii; skut, i.'uimi 
out ill fi-ont of tbo Indian villiigo and lev- 
oloil it at tho Governor. The n&omeut was 
a critical one. Tho marines and bbv- 
jiioki'ts preparfd to open fire and a uioiin- 
tain howitzer tl : had bronf.^ht with them 
•■v. lb '....lined on tJio village rondy for ivork. 
'llin inurdcrer'.s lliui-lock nin.sk-jt snapped 
and ill unolhiu' mouiont ho was ticized and 
bound by the tnbi) and Imnditl over to 
the expedition. Uo was triad and banged 
at Cowiobnn in the presence oi the In- 
dians*, who thus bad a salutary lesson set 
them wliicli shafjod tiioir tiondiiet in tho 
direction of pei'i^o for over ufterwards. 
About this tune, gold havintj buen diseo- 
vorcil on the (j:.ec;i Cliarlotto Isliimls, 
tioveriior Douglas was a[)poiiitcd Lieut. - 
Governor of those islaudi?; but tlio dig- 
gings were soon exhausted and an expe- 
dition sent out fiom Victoim returned 
empty baiidid after having had trouble 
with tho naiivi'H and invoked tLe aid of a 
v.ai vessi l, which was extended. In tho 
your IBi'O reprc.'^entativo itistitiitiona were 
granted to tho Ooloiiv. TlicMncmbers of 
the lixecutive Counoil were: John Tod, 
James Cooper, John Work and Koderick 
Finlnyaon. The House, coriHisting of 
Hi;veu"moiuboi fl, was culled tog'etber Juno 
12tli. 185G. Tlio Governor, in opening 
Iho llouso, t-aid (tho Colcny) "self- 
fiiijipoi ting iHul dnfraying nil tho ex|)enaes 
of itB own goveriimi nt. pres'-nts a strdi- 
iug continst to every Colony iu tbo Brit- 
ish Empire, ami like the native pines of 
its storm-beaten iifomoutoritu, it has re- 
quired a alow but hardy growtU. "Allusion 
wtu made to m goti il ions witli the United 
Htati'B for a Roeiprocity Troalv; the [ire- 
seneo of lurgo hodim of Nortliorii ludiaiis 
WftK noted with alanii; and all reasonable 
UtleiiiptH to eoriciliato tho sav.iges we:o 
proiuisod. Tlio object iu calling the 
Hou^o together was to provide tuxes 
whieh ba l m-t then been iatp j.'ieil. Tho 
nu'in hers relu-od to TOta lljO authority, 
ai d were sent homo. TheGovcinor had 
thore-for.' lo srend nioni'V on liia own re- | 
.■Vbout this 



the impression being that a town would 
arise there. Tiie Governor, with the as- 
aistance of one clorit, performed all tbo 
executive work of tlie Colony, working- 
till far into tlio night, in tbo snmnier of 
1857 bis commission as Governor wns re- 
newed for another term of six years. 

A now era was about to dawn on the 
Province. In tbo autumn of 1857 a small 
parcel of flour dust, worth about §5, wns 
brought from Thompson river by a niau 
who bad gone up there to trade with tbo 
luilians. Tbo gold was sbown at Victoria, 
but attracted littlo atteniion. It was after- 
wards t;d;ou to San Eranci.sco by a luniber 
vessel, when tho public lumd bocamo at 
once excited. Iu April, 1858, tho late 
John R. Fleming, then purser on one of 
Captain Wright's steamers, which made 
occasional trips to Pngot Hound, met a 
man at Steilacoom who bud juKt como 
from Eraser Kiver and furnished glowing 
accounts of tbo gold diggings tliero to tlio 
editor of tbo Htsilacooiu Herald (Air. 
Prosoh now of tbo Seattle Tribune, we 
think). Tho /7(»r«/(J issued an extra. Mr. 
Fleming brought a copy of tho extra to 
Sail Francisco, and gavcj it to the writer, 
who was then engaged . with others, in 
piiblisbiiig tho Morniiii/ Call. The aji- 
jjearanco of the coutent.s of t!io extra m 
tbu Call next n-.orning throw tbo whole 
city ofT its brtlauoo. A "rush" to Fraaer 
Birer at onoa began. Tbo btoamsbip on 
her return had moro passengers tliau alio 
could ftocommodate. Each succeeding 
steamer brought additions to tbo popula- 
tion of Victoria and before tbo season 
closed it was eslimalod that iill.OOO per- 
son.s bad como to British Columbia in 
quest of gold. Previous to this Vietoi i;i 
was a (Uiiet lianilot of 300 or IHO whito 
people? ribo .suddenly contained a popu- 
lation of 10.000. Tents dotted the entire 
townsilo. Lots that were sold •for !?5i) 
each by the Hmlson Bay Company to the 
advanced guard of spoculat irs, were re- 
sold for ^iSOOO to 610,000 before f.vo 
months had passed. Mo gieat was llu) 
demand for honsos that carpeutoi s work- 
ed niglit and day to put tlicti! up. The 
place wns liko a» nntliill. Business was 
brisk, prices of goods high. Tho Hudson 
Bay Company controlled tho provision 
market. T'bo outside speculators who bad 
como in with tbo "rush" of miners, tried 
to buy tho company's stock; tint Governor 
Douglas, wiio was btill manager, rt fused 
to sell. Tliey then formed a eomlunation 
to raise the price of flour to §25 a burrel, 
but Governor Douglas donounced the 
combination aa immoral and unfair, and 
reduced the price of Hour at the isloro, 
thus earning the uovcr-dying gratitude of 
tho miners ftnd workingmon. Tliore were 
a good many turbulent spirits congregat- 
ed at Victoria, but after one or two at- 
tempts to "run" tho Governniont a.i they 
had been accustomed to do in California, 
in whioh tbey were mot by the Govoruor 
with such a display of firmness nud deci- 
sion, backed by theganboat Plumper and 
a squad of marines and bluejaekils, 
tbey desisted, put aside their wen| onsand 
becumu lawabiding citizens. In 1859 the 
-Americans seized Han .Tnan I>liiiid. Tlio 
dispute arose about a pig that b id been 
stolen from a settler by an Aiuoriean citi- 
zen. A long and bea;ed controversy en 
sued between General Hiriiiy of the U.S. 
Army and (Joveinor Douglas in the midst 
of whioh Admiral Baynes arrived in 
H.M.S. Qanges, tho last of the sailing 
liao-of battlo-ships. Her broadsido re- 
semblpd, as tho rode at anchor in Esqui- 
mau harbor, a block of wooden buildings 
adrift during a freshet. On several occa- 
sions hostilities seemed inovitablo, biit at 
last Gen. Hcott ceme from Washington, 
met Govemor Douglas, and arranged for 
tho joint ocoupalion of the isla'ul till ar- 
bitration should settle the dispute. Iu tho 
meanwhile a Governmeiu had In on org.iii- 
izod iu British Coluuibia (as lliu Ma;ii- 
Liud was then eddied), customs dii.ios 
were imposed and a cousiderablu re . en;ie 
coUocted ; but not siitrK-ielit to inako mi- 
provomoiits or choapfu tho cost of provi- 
sions at tho mines by providing good 
roads. Tho Governor asked tho llouie 
Government for pecuniary aid and was re- 
fused. In 18lj'2 freight to Cariboo was SI 
per lb,, or S'2000 por ton. All goods were 
carried ou mnle.s' b.ieks, b'lour soKl at 
.S'.i.75 a pound and all other articlo.s of 
consumption at a like esorl.iiaiit rat.;. 
Thousands left tho diggings, nnalile lo 
procure tho simplest necessaries at any 
price. The Governor was sorely tried. 
He saw the people suffering and had not 
means to nfTord them relief. At last he 
bit upon a jilan wliicli proved suecossful. 

raisinl X'10l),(iUU in England by l ^aii 
and gav(! a eompciy thateirei-ud to niabe 
a iiKiin tnmk road from Yalo to Cariboo — 
a di.itanca of 4uO miles — the priv- 
ilege of collecting tolls on goods 
paHiiing over the rond for a limited 
number of years. Similar frnuchisos were 
given to parties who brid;red the stri anis, 
and in a single season goo-Js ;it tliu niiiui 
fell to living rates. In 1803 IIid mads 
and bri<lg&s were eoinph.-ted ;.iid '- -' •■> 
for trallio. Mule trains lu ilisbauded 
and freight ■"■■'^oii!, sedistitutod und tho 
. iig i'opniaiiou with tho advantage 
of cbeaj) food proceeded to develop tho 
wonderfully lich mines of Cariboo. rh.i-;i.' 
roads will over remain n monumoiit. to the 
genius of British Columbia's crcUrst 
tiovornor. In 1S59 Govrriior J^iaiglas 
had I'uiin created a U.ii , .lad in Octuijur 
1803 ll(.'r ?Jajfsty u'.is pleased to confer 
upon him tho distiiigiii.stujd hongr and 
dignity of Knighthood as a mark of her 
appreciation of hia public services. Ho 
had, it is true, despotio power; but ho al 
v. aya used it to auVrtDCO the country. Ho 
ni)pressod no one, but pros.sed steadily on 
in tho great woik oi' organizing a tio.-- 
ernment from chaotio niateri.ils and im- 
proving the cjiidiliou of the jieoplo. Ha 
win thoii yoverniug two Provinces— Van- 
couver Island and British Cohunbia— 
with two sets of offioiais, ui>d a miliiary 
man— Colonel (now General) Moody- re- 
siding at K«w Wostmir'Uli-r a.i Ijimit.- 
Govcrui^.r. Tho Uoviu-nur'.s posilicn ums 
inconKruous. The Mainland peojjlo charg- 
ed that bo was budding up Victorni at. 
tbo (jxpensu of tho Maiuland; and tho 
Victorians accused him of favoring tho 
Hudson B.iy Ooiapany in the soitlement 
of tho land question between tho Imperial 
Governmc-nt and tbo Company. For 
many liionllis 1)0 boru the assaiilli of his 
oiisniies with Iho ealiniioss liial is the oil' 
spring of iniioci'iniu, knowing well that 
wlien porniiSHion shouhl bo obtained to 
publish the ofllcini dispatcbcs on the sub- 
jeot he would be fully vindicated, per-

pcoplo vied with each other in doing him 
honor. 11" wan enlertftined at a publio 
banquet in w liiuli rei)rcs.entativo uiou of all 
ela^si s took pin t, and a beautiful casket 
of Colonial woods, inluid with gold, was 
presented His Excellency liy Jleasrs. C. 
B. Young, ,1. J. Houtbgnto. G. Cruick- 
shank, J. G. SLophord, and C.J. Hughfs 
on behalf of the people of tbo Colony. In 
tho fuU ot the same year the Governor's 
commission for British Columbia expired 
and ho was siiccooiled by Governor Soy- 
mour, who uftoruards booumo Govoinoc 
v.hcn tho Col ouioi of British Columbia 
and Vancouveiiflslftnd wore made one, and 
died in harness. His remains lia in tho 
Naval Coraetery AtEsquimolt. Govornor 
Eonnedyvwbo anoceeded Oovernor Doug- 
las as Govornor of Vancouvor Island, is 
now Govornor of Quoenshind, Australia 
After having boeu relioved of his oHicial 
duties Hir Jamei Douglas niado tbo tour 
of Europe. Upon his return to tbo land ho 
loved so well he withdrew onliroly from 
public life, enjoying in tho bosom of bis 
family iho re))osp hu had so well earned, 
and joining with Lady Dnug'as, to whom 
at the limo of his doaili ho bad been mar- 
ried lift.T yFttr.i, in dispensing charity 
witii a ,gonerous band. 

Wu must now brim; these rocolloctioua 
of a busy and useful life to a close. In 
tho sketch whioh wo have rapidly drawn 
we have neoesoaiily omittod much that 
was good and beautiful in tho great man's 
career; but wo have said ouougli to satisfy 
all v.'l.o may not have l)C(ui privileged to 
reside uiub>r his wiao and beuollccut rule 
tlnit bin ''ilecds shall not pass away 
--thai bis llama is one that must not 
wither." Wo c;moot more fitly conclude 
this article than by<|aotins:,tho following 
oloiiue.nt passage from nn essay on the 
soivicos of Hir Jamaa Douglas which 
peared iu print in 1801;

Beneath the 
crown was 11 silver plate on which was 
engraven " Sii!

lieiieath the name-plate were the insignia 
lit Kuighi.lioodof thedoceased. Surroand- 
ed by wreaths of jaasamine, cnrnatioQ and 
aster.i intertwined with sprigs of ivy were 
till* eoat-of-arms of tlie Yiet iria Fire De- 
partment of which Sir James was the 
fouiulei- and a liberal patron. Then a 
beautiful cross composed uf vv-liitu roses, 
and numerous boquets aud wreaths nu- 
til tho coffin lid was almost hidden from 
view. 

At noon U. M.S. Bucket 2SII10 into tlia 
harbor and a'^eliored oD" Governiiu-nt 
ljuddiiig-. At 12:15 Kear-Ailmir.il Do 
Uei si-y and st.ift', with 00 marines un- 
der C iidaiu Phillips, and 57 bluejackets 
under Lieut.

The lino of march wari 
up Hamboidt to Vancouver stroot and 
thonco by Fairfield road to the Cemetery.
